Vice-President Nixon has given 
the impression for .some tim e that 
he doe 
not set* eye to eye with 
the Eisenhower adm inistration on 
farm policy. From his two m ajor 
farm speeches at Guthrie Center, 
Iowa, arid Sioux 
Falls, S. 
D., 
it is apparent that the difference 
between Nixon and Eisenhower Is 
one of em phasis and degree rather 
than of kind. 
Nixon has not introduced new 
to* a- 
or 
called 
for 
substantial 
changes in farm policy. What he 
is urging i 
more vigorous ad* 
miniStratton of present program s. 
He say* frankly that it will cost 
more money than is being spent 
by the government at present to 
work down the farm su rp lu ses- 
and he is willing to recommend 
such spending. 
The m ajor lines of Nixon farm 
policy ate to push for greater use 
of faun surpluses in foreign de­ 
velopment program s, for a strate­ 
gic fo«x1 reserve and for expanded 
dom estic consumption; for much 
greater retirem ent of cropland in 
the sui) bank; for continuation of 
present price support* and acre­ 
age limitations. 
While Nixon holes that eventua­ 
lly fanners can do without these 
government program s, lie does not 
specify any tune limit on a “tran­ 
sition period* ‘ to a 
wholly free 
m arket Ami he is realistic in re­ 
cognizing the need for cuts in ac­ 
reage allotments in the imm ediate 
future. 
In his Sioux Falls speech. Nixon 
did not say anything :q»eeific ab­ 
out acreage controls, the amount 
of expansion in the soil bank or 
the level of price supports, He no 
doubt remember* the trouble Pre­ 
sident Eisenhower got into in 1952 
with his speeches which seemed 
to promise 90 to IOO p er cent of 
parity prices. It may he assumed, 
however, from his rem arks about 
protecting farm income during the 
transition period while surpluses 
are being reduced, that he would 
not reduce price supports. 
Nixon apparently thinks lhat af­ 
ter the surpluses are reduced price 
supports could be based on an av­ 
erage of m arket prices for pre­ 
ceding crop years. This 
is the 
Farm Bureau plan to price sup­ 
ports. it would mean m essence 
a free m arket but with some b ra­ 
kes on it to prevent catastrop­ 
hic declines. It would provide no 
long i un support to prices 
Vicepresident Nixon s program 
is being criticized as not definite 
enough on the level of price sup­ 
ports he would advocate, on the 
•m ount of land he would put in 
the soil bank, etc. We would not 
criticize it tot that 
Bul we do thuik it is a bit vis­ 
ionary 
to believe that the farm 
surplus problem can be handled 


once and for all by just getting 
rid of present storage stocks. The 
vice-president even talks about the 
Farm production is running about 
7 per cent above consumption at 
present price levels! The surplus 
output is tieing stored or disponed 
of through non-commercial chan­ 
nels. Getting rid of what is in 
storage now will do nothing about 
the continuing growth in farm out­ 
put. 
lf tile surpluses were disposed 
of, then acreage controls and the 
soil bank dropped, and price sup- 
ports put on a three-year-m arket 
average basis, m arket price would 
fall sharply-as would farm income, 
There 
is 
nothing 
wrong 
with 
Nixon's policy as far as it goes. 
Much can be done to improve the 
working of 
present 
government 
program s. But this alone will not 
deal effectively with the continuing 
tendency of agriculture to over­ 
produce.

periods tier minute for those 15 
extra minutes of slum ber, making 
a total of 60 salvaged heart beats.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON 
- One of the 
toughest jobs in Washington these 
days is to get the truth. It’s diffi­ 
cult at any time, but It’s espe­ 
cially difficult during the nation’s 
open season for political evasion 
—the election campaign, 
Here are a few U lulations of 
what you run up against during 
the search for that elusive goal— 
truth: 
Political Statem ent —* When Nix­ 
on's cam paign m anager. Robert 
Finch, issued an advance alibi for 
the Howard Hughes 8205.000 loan 
story 
to 
Nixon’s 
brother, 
he 
claim ed that Frank J. W aters had 
helped 
out 
Don 
Nixon 
because 
Mrs. W aters and Don Nixon’s wife 
had gone to school together. 
Fact — When Mrs. Don Nixon 
was queried about this she said 
that she and 
Mrs 
W aters had 
gone to school together, but add­ 
ed: “ Frank W aters r ^ e r helped 
us out at all. We barely know the 
man. There’s nothing to that at 
all.” 
Actually 
W aters, 
attorney 
for 
Howard Hughes, was acting as 
trustee for the Hughes Tool Co. 
Political Statem ent — Campaign 
m anager Finch claimed that Mrs. 
Hannah Nixon’s lot IO parcel I 
on W hittier Boulevard, put up as 
security for the loan, was worth 
$200,000 to 1300,000. 
Fact—If the lot had been worth 
$300,000 at the tim e of her hus­ 
band's death, Mrs. Nixon would 
have had to pay a $19,000 inheri­ 
tance tax. She paid none. She did 
file 
an affidavit 
Jan, 
8, 
1957, 
book S3401, page 16, with the Los 
Angeles recorder of deeds 
that 
her total property left ~iy her hus­ 
band. including the lot, “ did not 
then exceed the sum of approxi­ 
mately 1100.006." 
Political Statem ent —• When the 
Justice 
Deuartm ent, 
headed 
by 
Nixon’s 
close 
friend. 
Attorney 
G eneral William Rogers, went oat 
of its way to issue a denial that 
the settlem ent of an antitrust suit 
against the Hughes Tool Co. was 
influenced by the Hughes loan to 
Nixon, the denial stated that the 
suit was brought atter the Hughes 
loan was m ade 
Fact—It i 
quite true that the* 
antitrust suit was brought alter 
the Hughes loan to the Nixon fam- 


ily. but the lean was highly se­ 
cret, known to very few people, 
and an attorney working at a low- 
level in the Justice D epartm ent 
would know- nothing about it. The 
significant development was that 
w-hen the antitrust suit got to a 
high level it cam e before Victor 
Hansen, 
a 
Southern 
Californian 
appointed assistant attorney gen­ 
eral on Nixon’s recommendation. 
At this point it was settled with­ 
out going to trial, by a consent 
decree. 


I 
had 
previously 
stated 
that 
there was no evidence that the 
Hughes loan was connected with 
any 
government 
favors 
given 
Hughes, and though Hansen was 
very close to Nixon, this is still 
true. But the reason for conflict- 
of-interest laws is because of this 
very fact — nam ely, that it is 
difficult, 
if 
not 
impossible, 
to 
prove favoritism in high places. 
For that explicit reason, both the 
law and good ethics require that 
high 
government 
officials 
and 
those close to them have no fi- 
nancial interest in and accept no 
pecuniary favors from companies 
with problems before the govern­ 
ment. 
'Die Hughes Tool Company and 
Trans World Airlines, 
both im- 
jiortant concerns — and this col­ 
umn has paid tribute to TWA’s 
efficient operation — must nec­ 
essarily have all sorts of problems 
before government agencies. They 
couldn't operate otherwise.
